G-2 advises that Carmel Offie was in possession 
of highly classified information concerning the Mutual 
Defense Assistance Program and the Offshore Program which 
indicated a definite unauthorised leak to him of top secret 
information. Preliminary inquiry by G-2 indicates that a 
Mr. A. S.'^Van^Cleve, Special Assi stent to the Assistant 
Secretary of the Army, might be responsible for. the leak. 

0-8 requested Bureau investigation. 

PURPOSE: 

To advise that G-S has determined that there has been 
a security violation in its Mutual Defense Assistance Program, 
probably involving Mr. A. E. Van Cleve, Special ■:ssistant to 
the Assistant Secretary of the Army, and Carmel Offie, repre¬ 
sentative of the merican Federation of Labor, S' shington, D.C. 
office. 

DETAILS: 

On November 10, 1958, Colonel I'illis A. Perry, Chief 
of Security, 0-2, advised the Bureau’s Army Liaison Representa¬ 
tive that General partridge, G-2, had received o report from 
General George Ht-'ll'lmsted, Director of the Office of Military 
Assistance, concerning an alleged viclcticn of security. 

Colonel Ferry related that General (Ins ted advised that 
Colonel Thomas C-^lturray, Procurement Division, Office of 
Military Assistance, had received a telephone call from an 
official in I the Office of the Director of Mutual Security 
informing that Mr. Offie of the American Federation of Labor , 
had, called to discuss the Mutual Defense Assistance Program 1 
s and the Offshore Procurement Program.

Tannenwald acknowledged the r act that the w) 
vestigation, including the referring of instant matter 
Bureau for investi go tier,, was predicated upon the fact the 
Maurice Arth was not fully cognizant of the broad program 
the Mutual Security Agency, particularly with regard to lab 
activities.
